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Neutron bomb 
supported 
by President 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
C arter told Congress today he supports 
production of the neutron bomb that kills 
people by atomic radiation without the 
heat and blast that destroys property. 
The announcement foreshadowed a 
debate in Congress over funds for the 
new warheads, now buried in the 1978 
public works appropriations bill. Today’s 
Washington Post said the amount was 
classified, but could reach $660 million. 
“The President will send a direct ap­ 
peal to Congress,” said White House 
Press Secretary Jody Powell. He added 
that the President reserved the right to 
change his mind 
Carter spoke with the congressional 
leadership early today. Speaker Thomas 
O’Neill said, “ The President indicated 
again that he had no knowledge it was 
before the Congress” until news reports 
said the research funds were in the 
public works appropriation bill. 
“ He said he would like it passed so he 
could study the issue at greater length,” 


said O’Neill. 
Senate Democratic Leader 
Robert 
Byrd predicted that C arter’s endorse­ 
ment would help supporters win ap­ 
proval for the weapon. “ I hope that it 
will clear the air, shorten the debate,” 
he said. 
Sen Mark 0 Hatfield, R-Ore., leading 
the fight against funds for production of 
the bomb, claimed new information that 
it is not “ clean” as touted by its sup­ 
porters. 


Hatfield said several scientists — 
whom he did not identify — told him a 
neutron explosion splits a radioactive 
carbon atom, and as a result, the neutron 
bomb leaves a “ deadly radioactive 
cloud.” 


But House GOP leader John Rhodes 
said the neutron warhead, to be used on 
the Lance surface-to-surface missile and 
artille ry shells, 
is “ a cred itab le 
deterrent against aggressive attack in ... 
Europe.” 
Brown endorses 
shuttle funding 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Saying space 
exploration is “critical” to California 
and the nation, Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. has called on congressional conferees 
to provide full funding of $142 million for 
the space shuttle program. 
In a telegram Monday to members of 
the conference committee of the Senate 
and House Subcommittees on HUD- 
Independent Agencies, the governor also 
requested approval of $20 7 million for 
the Jupiter O rbiter Probe and $5 million 
for research into space solar power 
satellites. 
“ Space exploration and development 
are critical to the country and to Califor­ 
nia,” Brown told the committee which 
was scheduled to begin deliberations on 
the NASA budget today. 
“ It goes without saying that the jobs 
created by such funding will be warmly 
received in California in view of the re­ 
c e n t a c tio n s ta k e n 
on th e B1 
(bomberland the Minuteman III,” he 
said .

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The U.S. 
Parole Commission today gave early 
freedom to G 
Gordon Liddy — the 
W atergate conspirator who never talked 
and who got the longest sentence of 
anyone convicted in the scandal that top­ 
pled a President. 


He will be paroled Sept. 7 on the condi­ 
tion that Liddy pay or otherwise dispose 
of a $40,000 fine by that time. 


President C arter commuted his 20- 
year sentence to 8 years on April 12, 
which made him eligible for parole July 
9 


Liddy. 46, now at the U.S. prison camp 
at Allenwood, Pa., has been in a succes­ 
sion of jails and prisons since Jan. 30, 
1973. He was free on bond for three 
months, from Oct. 15. 1974, to Jan. 22, 
1975. 


Liddy had an initial hearing by a panel 
of commission exam iners at Allenwood 
on June 3. The commission was to con­ 
sider Liddy’s case last week but had no 
quorum.

Senate snubs 
plutonium 
halt proposal 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
voiced its approval today of the con­ 
troversial Clinch River nuclear breeder 
reactor project in the face President 
C arter’s opposition to plutonium produc­ 
tion. 
In two voice votes, the Senate adopted 
amendments by Sen. Howard Baker, R- 
Tenn , to make the intent of Congress 
clear the Oak Ridge, Tenn., plutonium 
breeding project should continue The 
Senate voted $75 million in new funds for 
the project Monday after rejecting an 
administration-sought amendment. 
The actions specifically uphold a June 
23 opinion by C om ptroller G eneral 
Elm er Staats that diversion of previ­ 
ously appropriated money to phase out 
the project would be illegal. 
Baker said the votes “make it clear 
that no such cancellation should be in 
order for fiscal year 1977 or fiscal year 
1978 M 
The Senate today also adopted an 
amendment by Sen. Richard Stone, D- 
Fla , to allocate up to $5 million of the 
Clinch River funds for research to 
reduce diversion of plutonium from in­ 
tended purposes in the breeding process. 


Twenty-two Democrats opposed the 
President in the 49-38 defeat of an 
amendment by Sen. Dale Bumpers, D- 
Ark , which would have funded the 
Clinch River project with only $33 
million for fiscal 1978, just enough to 
finish design work and phase out the 
project. 
Police continuing probe 
of fight between two men 


Authorities today were trying to sort 
out details of a brawling incident that 
began early today in a dispute between 
two motorists leaving Lompoc Drive-in 
Theater, and ended at Lompoc Police 
Department where three young men 
vaulted the counter and hid behind a 
desk. 
No arrests were made, but one man 
was cut on his hand, and a baseball bat, a 
tire iron and a table knife were seized as 
evidence. Police and sheriff’s officials 
were preparing separate reports for the 
district attorney, Police officials were 
not available for comment on the case 
today. 
Authorities pieced together this story: 
John Frederick Smith, 24, of Hayward, 
was driving out of the theater driveway 
when he reportedly became embroiled in 
a dispute with W arren Dennis Mitchell, 
25, of 3585 Via Lato, Mission Hills. 


Both men said the other was the cause 
of a minor collision of their respective 
cars. Mitchell is alleged to have come 
out of his car wielding a baseball bat and 
charging Smith. Mitchell later said that 
he was trying to prevent Smith from 
leaving the scene of an accident. 


Smith, accompanied by passengers 
Jesse Stuart Weatherby, 24, of 113 South 
U St., and Steven Domingos, 17, of 1104 
E Cypress Ave., drove south on H Street 
and all the way to Lompoc Police 


Department with Mitchell in hot pursuit. 
Some details are blurred and some dis­ 
puted. 
The chronology as pieced 
to g e th e r by w itn e s s e s v a r ie s . 
Somewhere along the line, Domingos 
was cut on his right hand 
He told in­ 
vestigators it was inflicted by Mitchell 
with a tire iron, when the two confronted 
each other in front of the police depart­ 
ment. 
Witnesses reported Smith, Weatherby 
and Domingos vaulted the police depart­ 
ment 
public counter and hid behind a 
records departm ent desk. 
Meanwhile 
two persons on duty at the dispatcher’s 
desk radioed for all patrol personnel to 
return to the station to take control of 
the situation. 
Witnesses led officers to the baseball 
bat which was pulled from bushes in 
Floresta Park, across D Street from the 
police department. 
The tire iron was 
allegedly found on the seat of M itchell’s 
car; and the table knife was found in the 
bushes near the front door of the police 
department. 
Domingos reportedly arm ed himself 
with the knife in a move to defend 
himself against Mitchell, who reportedly 
came into the police departm ent initially 
wielding the tire iron 
Smith later told officers the knife was 
his and that he was unaw are that 
Domingos had picked it from the floor of 
his car. 


Amendments 
may reduce 
defense fund 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter was prepared today to send 
Congress amendments that would reduce 
next year’s defense budget about $1 
billion as a result of canceling B1 
bomber production, according to ad­ 
ministration sources. 
The amendments would delete $1.5 
billion in procurement funds for five B1 
bombers that had been requested for the 
year starting Oct. 1, while adding funds 
to speed introduction of cruise missiles 
into the U S strategic arsenal by 1980 or 
before. 
Final details of the proposals were still 
being worked out between the Pentagon 
and C arter’s Office of Management and 
Budget late Monday, but administration 
sources said they were expected to 
reduce the $111 billion military appro­ 
priations bill now awaiting Senate action 
by around $1 billion 
The Senate is expected to vote on the 
funding bill soon, possibly this week. It 
then must go to a conference com m ittee 
for reconciliation with the House’s $110.1 
billion version, which was approved with 
full B1 funding. 
Defense Secretary Harold Brown told 
a news conference after C arter canceled 
B1 production he expected funds to ac­ 
celerate the cruise missile next year 
would be “ substantially less” than 
required for the bomber, and there 
would be a net reduction in the defense 
budget 
Brown said the proposed budget 
changes would provide funding for cruise 
missile production and also money to ex­ 
amine the use of wide-bodied jumbo jets 
to launch the small, pilotless jet drones 
that will carry nuclear warheads to 
targets by matching terrain contours 
with a “ m ap” in their computer brains. 
The jumbo jets as launch platforms 
would be in addition to present B52 
bombers, which Brown has said would be 
modified to launch cruise missiles at a 
cost of about $700,000 each 
Some $442 million in research and 
development money for the B1 is ex­ 
pected to remain in next y ear’s budget. 
mm inlv fo r e le ctr o n ic ja m m in f eq u ip ­ 
ment, which. Brown has said, could be 
used by the B52’s and possibly the cruise 
missiles themselves. 
Carter originally asked Congress for 
$27 9 million for continued research on 
the Air Force cruise missile and $210.3 
million for a more advanced Navy ver­ 
sion 
Tired hijackers 
finally give up 


HELSINKI. Finland (UPI) - Two 
w eary Soviet h ijack ers who slept 
through the escape of their last three 
hostages surrendered peacefully today 
and Finland said they would be returned 
to the Soviet Union as soon as possible 
The two gunmen — aged 19 and 22 — 
walked down the stairs of the twin- 
engine Aeroflot jet about 90 minutes 
apart and were whisked away to a 
Helsinki police station 
The end to Finland’s first hijacking 
began several hours earlier when the last 
three hostages dashed out of the plane as 
the gunmen dozed off. Their escape left 
the hijackers alone in the plane, ringed 
by police and troops armed with an­ 
tiaircraft cannons 
Alexander Zyimyak, 19, surrendered 
first and was followed by Ginnadiy 
Selusjko, 22 
The new spaper IIta 
Sanomat. quoting a policeman at the 
scene, said Selusjko slit his wrists, but 
government officials denied the report

Casa Floral 
Somebody said it was named for the 
flow er field s surroun ding th e old lo ca ­ 
tion. 
There are no flower fields near the 
new location but the name still fits 
because in these buildings, people bloom 
Casa Floral in Lompoc is one of three 
county Day Care T reatm ent Center 
Schools run by the County Probation 
D epartm ent and the Santa B arbara 
County Schools. Established in 1974. the 
center recently leased rooms from the 
Lompoc Unified School District at La 
Mesa Elem entary School in Vandenberg 
Village. 
(The grade school was closed in 
September 1976 due to low enrollment 
and also now houses the district’s Preg­ 
nant Minors program.) 
The 14 students now at the center 
range in age from 13 to 17 and are all on 
probation According to Ed Lupo. senior 
probation officer, “ We are working with 
kids experiencing problems at home, in 
school and the community." 
Lupo said the three areas are linked, in 
that a person having trouble in one usual­ 
ly has difficulty with the other two. So, 
the young people study at their own pace 
and the staff works on an individual basis 
with each student and family to resolve 
problems. 
Robert Forslund and Larry Coy set up 
the program in this county and Forslund 
is principal of the Juvenile Hall Schools 
and Day Care Treatm ent Center Schools. 
“The whole philosophy of this program 
is to try to keep kids at home while work­ 
ing out their problems,” said Forslund. 
“They used to be sent away to institu­ 
tions, ‘rehabilitated,’ and sent back into 
the same mess We work on their whole 
environment.” 
Forslund said this approach is more ef­ 
fective for the young people involved and 
less expensive for taxpayers 
“ If (Casa) were not here, these kids 
would be in an institution,” he said. 
Key concepts at the center include 
self-m otivation, com m unication and 
teamwork. 


Students learn at their own rate, under 
the direction of Ron Mau, teacher-in- 
charge, and Dora Guevara, an assistant 
teacher. The young people are given 
credit for the amount of time and effort 
they put into their work and the work 
produced 
Lupo said the students 
“contract” with the teachers, setting 
realistic goals they can achieve. 


Several Casa students have received 
high school diplomas from the center, 
but Lupo said the prim ary goal is to 
return them to public high school with 
the necessary skills to continue at their 
proper grade level 
A problem in self-motivation is finding 
something of interest to each student: 


“We try to uncover skills, talents, or 
special interests and build on that ...” 
said Mau. “ A kid getting interested in 
something can change his whole life." 


O thers on the Casa staff include 
Vocational Coordinator Mike Vacarro, 
Janet Hagan, a resource specialist who 
tests students and coordinates work as­ 
signments with Natalie Swerdzewski, a 
te a c h e r’s aide 
Sw erdzew ski gives 
special help in various subjects on a one- 
to-one oasis 


To in crease com m unication and 
awareness, Assistant Probation Officer 
Augie Rapanut counsels the young peo­ 
p le in d iv id u a lly an d in g ro u p s. 
P sy ch o lo g ist J o e P o m p ilio d ir ec ts group 
and individual counseling (students meet 
for peer-group, individual and family 
counseling) 
The teamwork is obvious, but the 
atmosphere can fluctuate from one of 
cooperation to one of confrontation. 
Is the Casa Floral approach succes­ 
sful? 
“ When you're dealing with behavior,” 
said Lupo, “ What are your term s of suc­ 
cess? Instinctively. I would say yes. we 
are successful.” 
Mau said one m easure of success is 
whether or not the young people stay on 
the proper side of the law. 
“Of the 67 so far in our program, 44 per 
cent had no further problems with the 
law ,” said Mau. “ We were told a 


realistic goal would be one out of five.” 
Effects of the program may not sur­ 
face immediately. The men pointed out 
two ex-students, one now attending Allan 
Hanocx-k Collage and anoth er w h o just 
passed the high school equivalency test 
Some students w ere enthusiastic, 
others noncomittal about the center 
Several did say they preferred it to the 
traditional high school situation and ex­ 
pressed hopes for jobs and further educa­ 
tion in the future 
“ We want people to be aware of what 
we re doing,” said Mau “ If they want in­ 
formation. we are available. People with 
sp e c ia l ta le n ts a re w elco m e as 
volunteers.” 
Lupo said the center will hold an open 
house July 29 from 1 to 5 p.m. and the 
public is encouraged to attend Anyone 
interested

City Attorney Alan Davidson is ex­ 
pected to give an in-depth review of a 
document he delivered to the water com­ 
mission a week ago. 
Tonight's session is a preliminary step 
to study by a com m ittee and the develop­ 
ment of a commission recommendation 
on a variety of issues. The council must 
tell the County Water Agency by Sept. 20 
how much of the state project w ater the 
city will need The county has been pay­ 
ing for an ultim ate entitlem ent of 57,700 
acre feet, but only part of that sum 


would be delivered in 1985 or 1986, first 
year for the delivery — and that’s 
providing voters of the county give the go 
ah ead at an e le c tio n te n ta tiv e ly 
scheduled for November 1978 
As projected m 1973 and still viable, 
the city would need 650 a.f. of sup­ 
plemental water in 1985. 
Also to be considered tonight will be 
cost figures on both the state project 
water and water from a proposed water 
reclam ation project on Salsipuedes 
Creek. 
J. Dene DeBolt, w ater commissioner 
completed studies this week on state 
project costs showing the average Lom­ 
poc householder would be paying slightly 
more than $18 a month for the same 
amount of water he’s now getting for 
$14 17 a month And along the sam e line 
the homeowner’s monthly bill would be 
$26 to $33 a month for the Salsipuedes 
water.

Lompoc Planning Commission last 
night reissued two home occupation per­ 
m its, discontinued a third and deferred 
acting on a fourth. 
The commission gave the nod for reis­ 
suance of a perm it for Ralph Jenson to 
conduct a small tool sharpening business 
in his home at 1313 W Nectarine Ave., 
after noting that the man had removed a 
patio cover he had built in the side yard 
of his property in violation of side yard 
setback requirements. 
Also approved was a perm it for 
George M. Honoré Jr., to conduct an am ­ 
munition loading business in his home at 
1101 N Gardenia St. The staff recom­ 
mended approval after determining that 
neighbors had no objections to the use 
But the commission revoked the per­ 
mit which had been issued for M argaret 
Munoz to conduct a private nursing 
agency business in her home at 313 North 
Y St., on the recommendation of the 
Community Development Department. 
The commission noted that the woman 
had failed to respond to queries of the 


staff and that a carport which was built 
at the rear of the property to meet off 
street parking requirem ents was in

F e d e r a lly 
designated drought disaster 
areas when needed to provide 
an adequate water supply to 


those communities faced with 
severe problems as a result of 
the drought conditions 
Assistance may be provided

problems This assistance may 
include, but would not be 
limited to deepening existing 
w ells, d rillin g new w ells, 
developing a new water source 
or extending water supply lines

Stricter controls approved 
for county group foster homes 


The Board of Supervisors un­ 
animously took action Monday 
to tighten up county controls 
over group homes involving 
foster children, after getting a 
report that state officials have 
reversed their thinking and 
turned down a county proposal 
to have licensing powers over 
such homes 
The supervisors voted 5-0 to 
adopt an ordinance requiring 
prospective operators of such 
homes to seek conditional use 
permits, and thus go through 
public hearings before county 
decision-makers 


When the new ordinance 
becomes effective 30 days after 
adoption, applicants will be 
required to seek conditional use 
permits for large family care 
homes of from 4 to 6 persons 
and for special care homes of

Director Charles Wagner and 
Transportation Director Leland 
R. Steward in a presentation to 
the Board of Supervisors 
But although Fourth District 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund. of 
L o m p o c, 
w h ose d is tr ic t 
em b races the Santa Ynez 
Valley, also pointed to the in­ 
adequate road network arising 
from such land divisions, other 
supervisors said they felt 
clarification was required in 
some respects, and asked to 
have a decision held up for at 
lqgst a week 
Steward in recommending 
application of a much broader 
requirement of dedication and 
improvement of road access to 
apply to persons seeking 
property divisions of not more 
than four lots claimed “whole 
networks of private roads that 
are mere driveways ’ have 
sprung up in Santa Ynez Valley 
because of the county’s failure 
to require proper roadways 
linked to public highways as 
condition of approval. 
“We’re being nibbled to death 
by this subdivision process." 
added Wagner. “ Persons chop­ 
ping up land in this way can sell 
for what everybody else is get­ 
ting for land’’ without sub­ 
dividers settin g up large 
residential tracts 
Hedlund and Wagner both 
stated that complaints are com­ 
ing to the county from second 
and third owners of such 
properties who finally realize 
their properties are served by 
inadequate roads that are not 
the county’s responsibility 
The problem is of “particular 
concern” in Santa Ynez Valley, 
said Hedlund. who with Wagner 
gave exam ples of how lan­ 
downers are splitting and 
resplitting properties in this

County supervisors voted

Supervisors earlier showed

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Japanese Democrats 
retain control 


TOKYO (UPI) — Japan’s rul­ 
ing Liberal Democratic party 
lost its majority in the upper 
house of parliament today for 
the first time in 22 years but 
picked up support from three 
independents to retain control 
of the legislative body. 
In a show of strength that 
confounded computers and ex­ 
perts, the conservative, busi­ 
ness-oriented LDP won 63 of the 
126 seats at stake in elections 
Sunday for the 252-seat House 
of Councilors. 
/ 
The results, a victory for 
Prime Minister Takeo Fukuda, 
were interpreted as a sign 
Japan's conservative voters do 
not want any immediate drastic 
political changes 
Final returns early this morn­ 
ing showed the following party 
lineup: 
The LDP 124, or a bare 
majority of 127 including in­ 
dependents; the Socialist party 
56; the B uddhist-oriented 
Komeito party 28, the Japan 
Com m unist p arty 16, the 
moderate Democratic Socialist 
Party 11, the New Liberal Club 
4, and minor parties and in­ 
dependents 12. 
“ Election results clearly 
show that the Japanese people 
want a stable government led 
by the Liberal Democratic par­ 
ty,” a jubilant Fukuda told a 
news conference 
Although the 72-year-old 
prime minister strengthened 
his position and defied new­ 


spaper and computer predic­ 
tions of greater losses, the elec­ 
tion appeared to signal a grow­ 
ing drift toward an era of coali­ 
tion politics in Japan 
The m oderate opposition 
Komeito and Democratic Socia­ 
lists, and the New Liberal Club, 
a new group of young conser­ 
vatives, increased their seats, 
indicating voters may be look­ 
ing for an alternative to one- 
party conservative rule. 
But in the short term, the up­ 
per house elections — half the 
members run for six-year 
terms every three years — gave 
Fukuda a mandate to remain in 
power. 
Had his party's showing been 
weaker, he would have been un­ 
der strong political pressure to 
dissolve the more powerful 
lower house of parliament and 
call elections. 


In local elections for Tokyo’s 
Metropolitan Assembly, the 
S ocialist, Com m unist and 
Komeito parties supporting 
re fo rm ist Gov. R yokichi 
Minobe lost their combined 
majority for the first time in 
eight years to the LDP and New 
Liberal Club 


The small, newly formed par­ 
ties which were expected to eat 
into the LDP’s upper house 
strength fared poorly in Sun­ 
d a y ’s e le c tio n .

Enoki dissolved her Japan 
Women’s party, which failed to 
win a single seat.

WASHINGTON (U PI) — 
Next week ts dedicated to U S 
Space Observance, “so the peo­ 
ple may commemorate and 
reflect upon American’s space 
program ,“ according to a 
proclam ation by President 
Carter 
“Our human race has always 
felt an urge to explore and un­ 
derstand the world around us,” 
Carter said in the proclamation 
Monday 
“In our time, this spirit has 
led to the exploration of space 
From single missions, designed 
to send satellites into orbit and 
land men on the moon, the U S 
space program has grown into a 
m uch b ro a d e r ra n g e of 
endeavors " 
He urged Americans to join 
with the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration “ in 
commemorating the achieve­ 
m ents of the U.S. space 
program, which demonstrates 
that advanced technology de­ 
voted to peaceful purposes can 
lead the way to a better life for 
people of all nations.”

Although interstate shipment 
of Laetrile is illegal, eleven 
states have passed laws legaliz­ 
ing it. 
The significance of the new 
experiments, conducted at the 
Battelle Memorial Institute in 
Columbus, Ohio, was that they 
dealt with human cancers — 
breast and colon tumors — im­ 
planted and growing in mice. 
Laetrile in the past has been 
tried against cancers native to 
lab animals. 
Dr Artermi Ovejera, a Bat- 
telle researcher, said two types 
of tests were conducted One In­ 
volved L aetrile alone, and 
Laetrile did not affect tumor 
growth 
Then it was tested in com­ 
bination with an enzyme called 
beta glucastdase which releases 
cyanide from the drug Laetnie 
advocates claim the cyanide 
kills can cer cells 
Again, 
Ovejara said no anti-cancer ac­ 
tivity was evident 


Conventional 
anti-cancer 
drugs were tried in other mice 
with similar tumors to be sure 
the cancers would respond to 
such therapy The conventional 
drugs produced complete or 
partial regression of the can­ 
cers. 


The experiments were con­ 
ducted in an expensive breed 
called “ nude” mice, which 
have d e fe c tiv e 
im m une 
systems that allow human 
tumors to grow in them. The

Prosecution's evidence 
hit in Chowchilla case 


OAKLAND, Califf (UPI) - 
If defense attorneys have their 
way, the prim e evidence 
against three men who seized a 
school bus one year ago will 
come from the 26 children and 
bus driver who were abducted. 


In an evidentiary hearing that 
began in Alameda Superior 
Court Monday, defense attor­ 
neys began a methodical ex­ 
amination of state evidence, 
claiming most of it was seized

Judge Leo Deegan indicated 
that the court may go to the 
Santa R ita R ehabilitation 
Center either today or Wednes­ 
day in order to view 4,800 pieces 
of evidence there, including the 
two vans used to abduct the 
youngsters from the farming 
community of Chowchilla on 
July 15. 1976 
An attorney for one of the 
three wealthy defendants said 
the trip might also include a 
visit to the quarry site in Liver­ 
more where the children and 
driver were imprisoned un­ 
derground 16 hours before they 
clawed themselves free 
Attorney Herbert Yanowitz, 
representing defendant Frede­ 
rick N Woods, 25, said a search 
w a rra n t used to co llect 
evidence from the Woods 
family’s plush estate south of 
San Francisco was illegal 
because it bore the name of the 
father, Woods III, instead of the 
defendant, Woods IV. 
He said admission of any of 
the evidence obtained by search 
warrant, reportedly including a 
ransom note for 15 million, 
would be “ dam aging” and 


would prevent Woods from get­ 
ting a fair trial. 
Woods, Richard Schoenfeld, 
25, and his brother James. 23, 
are charged with kidnaping in 
the bizarre case, which began 
with the seizure of the bus a 
year ago this Friday. 
If Yanowitz can show enough 
irregularities to have the 
search warrant evidence dis­ 
missed. the prosecutor’s case 
will have to be based mostly on 
d irect evidence from the 
children and bus driver. 
At the time of the abduction 
one year ago, the men were 
masked with silk stockings over 
their faces The children, rang­ 
ing in age from 5 to 14 at the 
time, would have to recall the 
events accurately. 
Their bus driver, Ed Ray, 
said in an interview in October: 
“I got a long, hard look at two 
of the kidnapers and I’m not 
likely to forget those faces." 
The hearing into the admissi­ 
bility of evidence was expected 
to last several weeks, with 
defense attorneys challenging 
hundreds of items of evidence 
on a piece by piece basis.

State troopers 
enforce quiet 
during strike 


ELWOOD. Ind 
(U PI) - 
Riot-trained state troopers en­ 
forced an uneasy truce today 
around an auto parts factory 
that has been riddled by bullets 
during a three-month labor war 
and where a woman picket was 
shot Monday. 
More than a dozen Indiana 
State Police officers guarded 
the Essex International Corp. 
plant through the night, while a 
handful of United Auto Workers 
union members manned picket 
lines outside the gates 
Union officials said they 
feared the company would take 
advantage of the troopers’ 
presence to resum e plant 
operations on the morning shift 
with 88 non-union workers hired 
a month ago 
Gov. Otis R. Bowen dis­ 
patched 60 troopers to the plant, 
40 m iles n o rth east of In­ 
dianapolis, 
follow ing 
the 
shooting of the woman Monday 
State Police Capt, Robert 
D avis, com m ander of the 
troopers, inspected the plant, 
which produces such plastic 
auto parts as distributor caps 
and electrical connectors, and 
said it had been hit by “about 
300” bullets. 
The g o v e rn o r’s a c tio n 
prompted negotiators for the 
company and union to agree to 
resume talks Friday morning in 
Anderson. 
Five cars jam m ed with 
management personnel, securi­ 
ty guards and strikebreakers 
drove out of the plant after the 
troopers arriv ed and the 
entrance was cleared of rocks, 
tree limbs and other debris 
Some of the Essex employes 
had been inside for several 
days, receiving food and other 
supplies by helicopter. FBI 
agents questioned strikers 
about charges they had shot at 
the helicopters 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
synthetic hormone, which the 
Food and Drug Administration 
would not license on grounds it 
might cause sterility and breast 
cancer, is being given without 
proper warning to women as an 
experimental contraceptive, it 
was charged Monday. 
The Institute for the Study of 
Medical Ethics, a medical con­ 
sumer activist group, alleged 
that many physicians have 
given the drug. Depo-Provera, 
as a contraceptive without fully 
informing women of the possi­ 
ble risks. 
State Assemblyman Herschel 
Rosenthal. D-Los Angeles, told 
the conference he is sponsoring 
a law that would require the in­ 
formed consent of the patient 
before prescribing a drug not 
approved by the FDA. 
Depo-Provera is given in an 
in je c tio n and sto p s the 
m enstrual cycle for three 
months The FDA approved the 
drug in 1960 to treat inflamma­ 
tion of the uterus lining and in 
1963 as an experimental con­ 
traceptive. 


Sirhan asks 
to return to 
shooting scene 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Sirhan B Sirhan has asked to 
return to the hotel pantry where 
he shot Sen Robert F. Kennedy 
in 1968 to see if he can 
remember whether another gun 
was fired during the assassina­ 
tion 
County Supervisor Kenneth 
Hahn, who talked with Sirhan in 
prison last month, told a news 
conference Monday that Sirhan 
wants to return to the Ambas­ 
sador Hotel where Kennedy 
was slain 
Hahn said Sirhan’s lawyer 
will file a petition with a 
Superior Court this week, 
requesting that Sirhan be 
allowed to leave Soledad Prison 
to return to the scene of the kill­ 
ing to jog his memory.

in Vegas 
blaze 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) - 
Three persons died today and 
more than 200 persons were 
evacuated when the second fire 
in five days broke out on the 
eighth floor of a 15-floor apart­ 
ment building near the Las 
Vegas Strip. 
Two of the victims were ten­ 
tatively identified as Andrew 
and Lois D ieterm an who 
authorities said sounded the 
alarm last Friday when a small 
blaze broke out near the 
elevator on the eighth floor of 
the Mark I Apartments. 
Police said the body of a third 
victim , who was not im ­ 
mediately identified, was found 
later on the same floor. 
Fire officials said the blaze 
began shortly after midnight 
Arson and homicide investiga­ 
tors were at the scene. There 
were unconfirmed reports that 
a police informant lived in the 
high rise building. 
Two dozen persons, including 
George McQuam of the Univer­ 
sity of Las Vegas coaching 
staff, were treated for bums 
and smoke inhalation at Sunrise 
Hospital and Southern Nevada 
Memorial Hospital.

W itnesses said 
McQuam saved his life by 
swinging from his eighth floor 
apartment into the apartment 
below, seconds before fire burst 
the windows of his own apart­ 
ment and licked up the side of 
the building.

An article in the July issue of 
th e C o m m u n ist p a r t y ’s 
theoretical journal, Red Flag 
Magazine, said b l u n t l y that 
mistreatment of the estimated 
20 million intellectuals in China 
had brought about “a declining 
educational level.” 
Unless the mistreatment is 
ended and intellectuals are en­ 
couraged. the ambitious eco­ 
nomic program s aimed at 
elevating China to superpower 
statu s by 1999 cannot be 
fulfilled, the article said 
The article laid the blame for 
political attacks on intellec­ 
tuals over the past 20 years on 
the “Gang of Four,” a group of 
Chinese radicals and anti- 
intellectuals purged last Oc­ 
tober. 
“ The ‘Gang of Four’ had 
placed the intellectuals behind 
landlords, rich peasants, coun­ 
terrevolutionaries. bad ele­ 
ments, rightists, renegades, 
enemy agents and unrepentant 
capitalist roaders,” Red Flag 
said 


It said the Gang “wantonly 
attacked and discriminated 
a g a in s t i n t e l l e c t u a l s ,” 
imprisoning some and frighten­ 
ing others. Under the oppres­ 
sion of the ‘Gang of Four’ ... it 
was impossible for them to br­ 
ing their knowledge and talents 
into full play ” 


The m agazine described 
intellectuals as a “positive fac­ 
tor and an important force in 
the building of our socialist 
motherland.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
Los Angeles Times reported to­ 
day that President Carter has 
added John A. Mintz, the FBI’s 
chief counsel, to the list of pos­ 
sible candidates to head the 
bureau. 
A presidential commission 
has recommended five candi­ 
dates and Attorney General 
Griffin Bell disclosed Monday 
that Carter had added a sixth 
name to the list, but Bell would 
not reveal his identity. 
In a report from its Washing­ 
ton bureau, the Times said it 
had learned the sixth candidate 
is Mintz, who is being con­ 
sidered “ as a backup can­ 
didate” if Carter rejects all five 
of the commission’s sugges­ 
tions.

It means, “ Let 
all who are hungry sit (with us) and 
eat.” We submit this as a good sl­ 
ogan (in any lanugage) for the Title 
VII (nutrition) Program of the 
Older Americans Act Thanks to the 
National Aeronautic and Space Ad­ 
ministration (NASA) the slogan 
may literally become fact. No older 
American will ever go hungry. A 
dream will come true! 
Most of us senior citizens know 
about the nutrition program. It calls 
for one nourishing, hot meal a day 
for every older American. No 
means test is required. Nutrition 
centers throughout the country 
carry the program forward. 
Enter NASA We all thrilled at the 
space flights Many of us wondered, 
“ What did the astronauts eat way up 
above the sky?” We also wondered, 
“ What benefits would accrue to 
mankind and womankind from these 
millions of dollars spent in this 
space exploration?” We ask, “ How 
does NASA increase the return on 
the national investm ent in 
aerospace research?” 
We have a report on one succes­ 
sful new project It is called, “ Meal 
System for the Elderly.” The pilot 
food-for-the-elderly program was 
conducted by sicentists at NASA’s 
Space Center in Houston, Tex. In 
cooperation with The Lyndon B. 
Johnson School of Public Affairs 
(LBJ-SPA), United Action for the 
Elderly (U A E), and the Texas 
Research Institute of Mental 
Sciences (T R IM S), NASA has 
developed a meal system for the 
elderly designed to be “ acceptable, 
nutritious, shelf-stable, convenient 
and easily transportable for home 
preparation and consumption.” 
NASA explains the program as 


follows: “ This pilot program is an 
additional service for the many 
elderly who cannot be reached by 
other meal systems. The program 
has particular applicability to the 
rural elderly who are almost entire­ 
ly beyond the reach of current meal 
programs — either congregate or 
home delivered.” NASA and the 
cooperating experts prepared 21 
menus. We submit two of them as 
examples. 
MENU 12 
Boned turkey in broth 
sweet potatoes 
green beans 
mixed fruit 
chocolate drink 


MENU 17 
Beef almondine 
spring vegetable soup 
chicken pilaf 
vanilla pudding 
chocolate drink 


All 21 menus are equally in­ 
teresting. The meals can be sent by 
mail. They can be delivered to nutri­ 
tion centers They can be part of the 
“ Meals on Wheels” program. All 
the elderly recipient needs to do is 
open the package and warm the 
meal. 
But hold your appetite. TTiere are 
steps to take before we spread our 
napkins across our chests. Congress 
must amend the Older American 
Act to put this show on the road. 
They must pass Senate Bill 519 and 
House Bill 3003 These bills are the 
“ National Meals on Wheels Act.” 
TTiey include provisions for a three- 
state demonstration and evaluation 
of the NASA meal system concept. 
Write to your own congressman and 
senator. Demand that they vote for 
bill H3003 and bill S519 
Now let’s get back to dreams of 
good food. The NASA meals were 
tested and tasted in Texas by 
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James Lepper (Lucile Adams) of 
Anaheim and their son, James Lepper 
Jr. of Redlands with his wife and three 
daughters.

“ With the number of years he has 
in coaching, there’s no greater 
resource that I can have on this 
campus as coach Wooden To me, 
that’s a plus ” 
Wooden retired after the 1975 
season when he guided UCLA to its 
10th NCAA championship in 12 
years Cunningham was UCLA’s No. 
1 assistant in Wooden’s last four 


seasons and also played for the 
Bruins from 1960 through 1962 
UCLA athletic director J D. 
Morgan hired Bartow two seasons 
ago and Bartow compiled a 52-9 
record, winning two Pacific-8 titles 
However, Bartow was under 
severe alumni, fan and media pres­ 
sure which reached its zenith after 
Idaho State upset the Bruins in the 
NCAA West Regionals in March. 
On June 14, he resigned to become 
athletic director and basketball 
coach at Alabama-Birmingham, a 
school which hasn’t even played a 
basketball game yet and doesn't 
plan to play one next season, 
either.

Hjort, speaking to a meeting 
of the National Association of 
Farm Broadcasters here Mon­ 
day, said he will not be sur­ 
prised if the com estimate “ in­ 
dicates something in excess of 6 
billion bushels "

Farm land 
value rises 
16 per cent 


WASHINGTON (UPD - The 
total value of the nation’s farm 
real estate rose another 16 per 
cent in the year ending last 
Feb 1 to reach $495 5 billion, 
the Agriculture Department 
says. 
Department economists ad­ 
ded in a report that farm land 
values, which have been es­ 
calating steadily in recent 
years, are expected to rise 
another 8 to 10 per cent during 
the coming year 
"But the actual amount de­ 
pends largely on domestic and 
foreign demand for our farm 
commodities," experts added 
The report said $85 2 billion of 
the total farm real estate value 
as of Feb 1, or about 17 per 
cent, was attributed to the 
value of farm buildings 
Officials added that a study of 
farm land transfers during the 
year ending March 31 indicated 
that 80 per cent of the land sold 
— a record low — was expected 
to be kept in farming for at 
least five years The proportion 
of total transfers expected to go 
into subdivisions, forestry and 
other non-farm uses rose 5 per 
cent from a year earlier 
The report also showed that a 
record high 63 per cent of all 
farm land purchases were 
made to enlarge existing farms 


Editor found 
guilty under 
blasphemy law 


LONDON (U P I) — A jury 
Monday found a homosexual 
newspaper and its editor guilty 
of blasphemous libel in Bri­ 
tain's first such trial in 56 
years 
After deliberating five hours, 
an Old Bailey Criminal Court 
jury of seven men and five 
women returned a majority 
guilty verdict of 10-2 against the 
newspaper "Gay News” and its 
editor. Denis Lemon Sentenc­ 
ing will take place Tuesday 
Lemon and his publication 
went on tria l Ju ly 4 for 
publishing a blasphemous libel 
concerning the Christian reli­ 
gion and vilifying Christ in his 
life and crucifixion 
Blasphemy laws never have 
been removed from Britain's 
statute books 
Prosecutor J J 
Smyth said 
the illustrated poem at the root 
of the complaint was “ so vile 
that it would be hard for even

Heroin ring 
leader gets 
10-year term 


F RE S N O (U P I) - Jose 
Gomez DeLeon, 23, Fresno, 
described by federal agents as 
the head of a large heroin ring 
in the San Joaquin Valley, was 
ordered to prison for 10 years 
Monday in U.S. District Court 
Judge M D Crocker handed 
down two concurrent 10-year 
terms for DeLeon on his convic­ 
tion of selling heroin and con­ 
spiracy Crocker also ordered 
that DeLeon serve at least 
three years on probation after 
he is released from prison 
DeLeon was convicted last 
month of selling 20 ounces of 
heroin to a federal undercover 
agent 
He and Michael Ballesteros 
of Fresno were arrested Feb. 9 
at the Fresno Air Terminal 
after they made a heroin sale to 
an undercover agent. 
Ballestros was sentenced to 
three years in prison after he 
pleaded guilty last month 


Texas seeks testimony 
about Hughes' drug use 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) — Texas, trying to prove Howard 
Hughes was still a Texan when he died so the state can 
collect millions in taxes, wants a California court to force 
one of Hughes' closest assistants to talk about Hughes' drug 
usage. 
The aide, John Holmes, repeatedly refused to answer ques­ 
tions from Texas Attorney General John Hill about Hughes’ 
drug habits, according to court records made public today 
Following Hughes’ death, reports spread that he was 
usually under the influence of drugs in his final years, in­ 
cluding codeine and other pain killers that were injected 
The Texas official filed a request with the Superior Court 
judge handling California aspects of the Hughes estate ask­ 
ing for an order requiring Holmes to reply to the questions 
Lawyers for Holmes resisted, arguing that Hughes’ drug 
habits have nothing to do with establishing Hughes’ legal 
residence Hill maintained that Hughes’ drug usage is rele­ 
vant to establishing his mental state 
Texas hopes to collect millions in inheritance taxes by 
proving that Hughes, originally from Houston, considered 
himself legally a Texan until he died Prospective heirs are 
trying to prove he was legally a resident of Nevada, which 
has no inheritance taxes. 
Superior Court Judge Neil Lake scheduled a heanng July 
19 on Hill's request concerning Holmes, and a hearing 
Wednesday on a similar request concerning another Hughes 
assistant, Clarence Waldron. 
The Texas official’s questions were based on a recently 
discovered memo, unsigned, warning Hughes that his atten­ 
dants should not be asked to give him drugs "because of pos­ 
sible testimony which we might someday be required to 
give." 
The memo counseled that only his doctors should adminis­ 
ter drugs because they would be covered by the doctor- 
patient relationship "and they cannot be forced to testify un­ 
less it is a criminal case ” 
The memo said Hughes’ staff wanted to “ be in the position 
of saying that your doctors see you occasionally and that 
what they 
administer to you is not known to any of us. " 
In a deposition, taken by Hill from Holmes, the former 
Hughes attendant said Hughes did take valium, codeine and 
other drugs but Holmes refused to answer questions such 
as: 
"How did Mr 
Hughes obtain the medicine that was 
available that you have described in his quarters9. Was 
there a prescription label on the box9. How did you become 
aware Mr 
Hughes was using codeine for his injec­ 
tions9 
Did you ever carry any medications on any vessel of 
any type entering or leaving the United States? 
Did you 
ever obtain any medications for Mr Hughes’ use?"

DICKINSON, Tex (U PI) - A 
French Roman Catholic arch­ 
bishop who has openly defied 
the Vatican has been declared 
“ persona non grata” in the 
predominantly Catholic nation 
of Mexico. 
Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre, 
leader of a traditionalist move­ 
ment which has been banned by 
Pope Paul VI. had hoped to visit 
Mexican supporters of his 
movement in the next few days. 
He was in Texas during the 
weekend to dedicate Queen of 
Angels chapel as the North 
American headquarters of his 
Society of St Pius X. 
“ They have been broadcast­ 
ing (in Mexico City) that he is 
not supposed to cross the 
border," chapel spokeswoman 
Carlita Brown said Monday. 
“ He is persona non grata.” 
She said Lefebrve had decid­ 
ed to stay in Dickinson for a few 
days and then planned to visit 
his sister in Bogota, Colombia 
“He’s exceedingly tired He 
must travel quietly," she said. 


Late Sunday the Mexican 
State Department denied Le­ 
febvre permission to enter 
Mexico but did not give a 
reason for the action. 
The notice came within hours 
after Lefebvre dedicated the 
U.S. headquarters of the move­ 
ment. which is trying to 
preserve the church’s tradition­ 
al rites despite the changes of 
the Second Vatican Council. 
The Pope has suspended 
Lefebvre and threatened him 
with excommunication, 
but 
Lefebvre said he was uncon­ 
cerned about the threats. 
“They’ve told me so many 
times they were going to ex­ 
communicate me, but they 
haven’t done it," he said.

Change in policy

Cataract surgery aid 


An English surgeon has opened the 
door to radically improved vision for 
patients who have undergone cataract 
surgery Thanks to a simple lens device 
that was embraced by ophthalmologists 
at a recent international convention, in 
Long Beach, excellent vision is possible 
without the use of thick lenses or other 
imperfect devices 
D e ta ils 
of 
the 
breakthrough 
were 
disclosed recently by 
Dr. Wallace S Marsh. 
Lompoc 
ophthalm ologist. 
Marsh bubbles with 
the possibilities. 
“ After surgery for 
ca ta ra c ts it was 
f 
necessary to correct 
vision w ith thick 
magnifying lenses,’’ 
he said, “ because the 
surgery removes a good part of the eye’s 
focusing mechanism ’ 
Cataract glasses distort vision and 
destroy peripheral vision. Marsh said 
That was the state of the art and what 
patients had to put up with for about 75 
years. About 20 years ago. Marsh said, 
surgeons began installing tiny plastic 
lenses supported by the pupil or ins. 
That system was named “ pupillary 
suspension’’ and for all its sophisticated 
sound was unstable In practical terms, 
the lens was supported with metal loops 
The lens would slip when the pupil was 
dialated. or it would “ shimmer,’’ or it 
would require very complicated surgery 
to support it In short there was nothing 
but problems for those who wore the 
device, Marsh said, but that's all that 
was available 


“ Now with the new system, instead of 
talking patients out of cataract sur­ 
gery," he said. “ I ’ll now recommend it ’ 
The new lens system is named “ intra 
occular” or "inside the eye.” Marsh 
said. 
Ironically the system was developed 
from the chance observation of a sur­ 
geon during World War II. Marsh said 
The surgeon noticed that a tiny fragment 
of plastic from the windshield of a 
fighter plane was embeded in a pilot’s 
eye after a crash and that the foreign 
object failed to irritate the delicate tis­ 
sue. 
Somewhere along the line an 
English surgeon. Dr 
Peter Choyce 
picked up the idea and converted it for 
use on cataract patients. 
Just as ironically, according to Marsh, 
Choyce used the device successfully for 
about 22 years before the world of 
ophthalmology took notice That change 
was heralded at the Long Beach conven­ 
tion, Imprint ’77, Marsh concluded 


The extent to which police officers 
have to be on their toes in field situations 
was illustrated recently in the course of 
an arrest for disturbing the peace, in­ 
volving the seizure of a firearm as 
evidence 
It all sounds routine and it 
was, but the incident was fraught with 
legal hazard. The courts are very par­ 
ticular about how a peace officer takes 
custody of evidence 
That’s for protec­ 
tion of the individual and the procedures 
have been spelled out in lengthy high 
court decisions 
In the case in question, the officers 
were apprised in some way that a 
firearm, which had been brandished 
before officers arrived, was in the trunk 
of a car 
It would have been simple to 
open the lid of the trunk and retrieve 
anything that lay beneath, but there are 
procedures that must be followed. 
It was Saturday night 
Tempers of 
those attending a public dance were fraz­ 
zled or at least uncertain Support units 
got a call through to Loren Sutton, chief 
deputy district attorney in the north 
county 
Back came the instructions 
"Get a search warrant.” 


The order was carried out by sending 
an officer to the home of Judge Terrill 
F. Cox. who promptly signed a warrant. 
Armed with that document, the officer in 
the field opened the trunk lid and seized 
the firearm 


All that is a far cry from just a few 
years ago. Needless to say the demands 
placed on peace officers require, not 
only that he or she be on their toes, but 
that they be educated, attuned to the 
community and patient 
Those are at­ 
tributes that not everyone has in the 
proper balance to qualify them for the 
demanding profession of law enforce­ 
ment. 


It hasn't been talked about in public — 
all the conversation about the imminent 
construction of a new municipal court in 
Lompoc — but county officials are also 
studying the possible shift of Lompoc 
Sheriff's Substation from its historic site 
in the old county building on South D 
Street to the quarters presently occupied 
by countv firemen at County Fire Station 
51 on Burton Mesa Boulevard 


Some thinking on the subject is that 
the location would be closer to the 
geographic center of the sprawling Lom­ 
poc jurisdiction, and in excellent tactical 
position to respond to Vandenberg 
Village and Mission Hills where the bulk 
of the district’s population lives At the 
same time, deputies would be able to 
meet obligations elsewhere 
Haveing said all that, it should be 
noted that no decision has been made. 
County analysts have been collecting 
data on the possibility and have drawn up 
three alternative plans for the adapta­ 
tion of the fire department quarters to 
meet sheriff’s department needs. 
Some old-timers may recall that a 
previous substation commander won top 
brass approval some years ago for the 
creation of a mini-substation at the 
county facility on Burton Mesa The sub­ 
station still maintained the present 
quarters on South D Street, but they used 
the fire station location at night for 
writing reports and as a base of opera­ 
tions All that was short lived and the 
reasons escape me at the moment

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson and Les Whitten 
Religious fanatic terrorizes West 


WASHINGTON — A religious fanatic, 
who has trained women to murder for 
him. is spreading terror in the West. He 
has sent women on murder missions 
more bizarre than the crimes of the 
notorious Charles Manson family. 
Ervil LeBaron, who believes he is 
God’s executioner, is responsible for at 
least 20 murders This 
is the conservative es- 
tim ate 
of 
in ­ 
vestigators who have 
been following his 
trail On one occasion, 
he sent a band of 
women to bushwack a 
Mexican community. 
Wild West style, 
because its residents 
had rejected him 
Yet neither federal 
nor local authorities 
have been able to find 
the elusive LeBaron, whose trail in­ 
variably disappears into the desert. He 
maintains hideouts in the same rugged 
terrain where the legendary outlaws 
Butch Cassidy and the Sundance Kid 
once eluded the law 
We began investigating the LeBaron 
cult a year ago, lured by rumors of 
religious executions and mysterious dis­ 
appearances 
We visited LeBaron’s 
desolate habitat, we spoke to confiden­ 
tial sources who are in contact with the 
cult, we have also had access to govern­ 
ment investigative files. 
By all accounts. Ervil LeBaron is a 
bulldozer of a man. with a temperament 
as volatile as nitroglycerin. According 
to the wanted posters, he is six-foot-two 
and weighs 220 pounds 
He is darkly 
handsome, with strong features and 
deep-set, blazing black eyes. He is given 
to Vesuvian outbursts when things don’t 
go his way 
LeBaron believes in the vengeful God 
of the Old Testament and claims the 
authority to carry out God’s wrath. He 
can quote scriptures and order execu­ 
tions in the same breath 
He refers to 
the latter as “ military orders’’ from 
God 
Yet those who know the bloodthirsty 
LeBaron describe him as extremely in­ 
telligent. with charismatic powers His 
fanatical followers are ready to kill at 
his command. 
Even the children are taught to kill as 
soon as they can handle weapons. One 
child told our sources that he had lain 
awake at nights thinking how he could 
murder for Ervil 
And a woman told us 
that her own sister had warned she 
would kill her if Ervil decreed it. 
The cult practes polygamy, and 
rebellious wives have been known to 
vanish 
One of Ervil’s wives, Montsie, 
became disenchanted in 1974 That’s the 
last her relatives have heard of her. Er- 
vil’s first wife, Delphina, used to corres­ 
pond with her relatives regularly. They 
are now worried; they haven’t heard 
from her for six months.

also report that Naomi Zarate, one of the 
wives of a loyal disciple, was murdered 
along with her 14-year-old son 
Their 
bodies allegedly were dumped into the 
Gulf of Mexico. 
Here are other murder stories from 
government files; 
— Ervil quarreled with his elder 
brother, Joel, over the leadership of the 
cult. On August 20, 1972, Joel was brutal­ 
ly beaten with a chair and then shot to 
death in Ensenada, Mexico. 
Mexican 
authorities named Ervil as the “ intellec­ 
tual author" of his brother’s murder 
But according to our sources, he bribed 
his way out of prison after serving only 
a year He reportedly paid $80,000 
— Ervil called upon the followers of 
his slain borther to “ repent” and accept 
his leadership. Those who refused lived 
in the tiny Mexican town of Los Molinos 
Ervil dispatched a band of women, led by 
one man, to shoot up the place. From 
ambush, they burned down the town with 
firebombs and shot haphazardly at the 
panicky people 
Miraculously, only two 
died in the gunfire and flames 
— A LeBaron defector, named Dean 
Vest, was gunned down on June 16, 1975, 
at a house near San Diego. Our sources 
say LeBaron ordered two women from 
his flock to commit the murder 
Police 
picked them up but couldn’t get a word 
out of them 
The murder weapon, 
meanwhile, had been wiped clean of 


fingerprints 
So the women were 
released for lack of evidence. 
— A polygamist leader. Dr. Rulon 
Allred, received several threats from the 
LeBaron cult. 
On May 10, 1977, two 
women walked into his office outside 
Salt Lake City and fired six bullets into 
his body, killing him instantly. 
A 
LeBaron disciple. Nancy Chynoweth. has 
been arrested and charged with the 
murder. 
There have been a number of strange 
disappearances 
For example, a Utah 
polygamist named Robert Simons 
vanished on April 23, 1975 
He was last 
seen south of Salt Lake City with some 
LeBaron associates. 
Investigators claim that LeBaron’s 
hard-core followers number at least 40, 
most of them women, all of them 
fanatics But a wavering member of the 
sect told us that no more than half-a- 
dozen men and two dozen women could 
be classified as fanatical followers 
LeBaron was last seen, according to 
reliable sources, about 75 miles south of 
Mexico City 
But he has also been 
reported in the vicinity of Phoenix. Ariz. 
Both reports could be true, since he 
keeps on the move 
Footnote 
We have sent word 
LeBaron through our contacts that 
are eager to hear his side of the story, 
this writing, we have received 
response. 
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Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Rockefeller and GOP 


NEW YORK - In New York’s political 
landscape there is today a large hole 
The state’s four-term governor. Nelson 
Rockefeller, chief benefactor of the 
Republican party, vice president in the 
Gerald Ford years, has sworn off 
politics. As that square jaw tightens, you 
can believe that he 
means it. 
The 
Republicans 
gave 
him 
a 
testimonial dinner the 
other night. It was a 
great success with the 
overriding memory of 
how many years he 
had bankrolled the 
party. By a singular 
irony, considering the 
rough treatment he 
had been given in 
Washington after he 
was finally confirmed as No. 2. it was the 
preponderance of the New York delega­ 
tion to the Kansas City convention that 
clinched Ford's nomination. As it is 
hardly necessary to add. Rockefeller had 
a lot to do with that 
The support of the New York delega­ 
tion came as the choice of the Grand Old 
Party wavered between Ronald Reagan, 
the former governor of California, and 
Gerald Ford Without that support the 
convention, which was really a Regan 
rally, might have gone the other way. 
Rockefeller’s reward had been to be 
dumped as vice presidential candidate 
on the 1976 ticket. 
While Rockefeller’s stern renunciation 
of politics makes him a charter member 
of what might be called Politicians 
Anonymous, he is not entirely ignorant of 
the currents within the dormant party in 
which he so long played a part; three 
times a candidate for president, narrow­ 
ly nosed out in the California primary of 
1960 by Sen. Barry Goldwater Reports 
reaching Rockefeller are that Reagan is 
bent on running for president in 1980 with 
a good chance of getting the nomination 
As a war chest, Reagan has $1 million 
left over from his campaign of 1976 This 
is the base of operation for Reagan 
loyalists moving about the country work­ 
ing to take control of various state GOP 
committees They are said to be having a 
quiet success in many areas. 
In addition, Reagan can draw on the 
backing of the very rich Californians 
convinced that 1980 will be Ronnie’s 
year After all, he almost made it in ’76 
These allied dismiss his age — he would 
be 70 when he took the oath of office in 
1981 — as irrelevant, given his good 
health and his disciplined work habits 
with the ability to delegate to subor­ 
dinates. 
Reagan has a high visibility for his 
conservative views with his column and 
his radio programs He continues to be a 
big draw with the faithful on the lecture 
circuit From these various sources his 
income is reported close to a half million 


a year. 
As for Reagan’s opposition, there are 
many who believe that Ford, the titular 
head of the party, intends to be a can­ 
didate. In theory he could count on the 
backing of liberals and moderates who 
would take him over Reagan, in spite of 
his hard line veto record What he seems 
out to achieve thus far is to make golf a 
dangerous sport. 
Several Republican Senators suffer 
from the presidential itch, but up to this 
point their reach is hardly nationwide. 
Out of the midwest has come a poten­ 
tial candidate with all the attributes the 
party needs Gov. James R Thompson of 
Illinois — Big Jim as he is widely known 
— won election handily in 1976 on his 
record as United States District At­ 
torney in Chicago, the second most pop­ 
ulous district in the country 
The Wall Street Journal said that in 
three years as chief prosecutor he had 
forged a record in punishing official cor­ 
ruption unprecedented anywhere in the 
U S 
The Thompson convictions read like a 
roster of the old Daley machine. He must 
run for re-election next year, the last 
time for a two-year term since, under 
the change in the state’s constitution, the 
term will be four years 
Winning big, as is expected, since the 
Democratic party is in disarray, 
Thompson will be in an even stronger 
position to have a run for the big prize. 
On a recent visit to New York, 
Thompson called on Rockefeller who 
was impressed Maybe this is just a nip 
of the old stuff that doesn’t really violate 
Politicians Anonymous 
The reformed politician is now at work 
revamping the family’s finances and 
foundations and particularly the 
Rockefeller Brothers’ Fund with about 
$200 million in assets TTiis would, ac­ 
cording to Rockefeller’s proposal, be cut 
in half. But members of the board, in­ 
cluding family members, are not too 
happy with the proposed revision. 
Rockefeller tells visitors that he has 
been able in the past to change gears and 
go from one kind of work to another 
without undue trouble and that is what he 
is doing today. Proof of it is in 
Rockefeller Center and his spacious of­ 
fice on the 56th floor, He built it in the 
depression ’30s with the common predic­ 
tion it would be a beautiful bats’ nest. 
Transforming midtown Manhattan, it 
flourished from the start. 


The Metro 


(Editor’s Note: William Buckley is on 
vacation). 
WASHINGTON — Age may wither and 
custom stale its infinite variety, but 
right now Washington feels about its new 
Metro system the way Anthony felt 
about Cleopatra. It’s fascination; it’s 
love. 
Washington is breaking out the adjec­ 
tives for its new Blue Line: stylish, ef­ 
ficient, beautiful, swift, quiet, im­ 
aginative. 
“ It’s the finest in the world,” said a 
passenger the other morning, at Metro 
Central, clutching his five-dollar 
farecard. 
These raptures are not so surprising 
when you think about what life is like 
around here 
Residents of the Capital City are used 
to the sight of vast amounts of concrete 
being poured. But it’s always for 
someone else’s convenience, like 
Congress, which has had its own subways 
for years. 
They’re used to astronomical sums be­ 
ing voted on Capitol Hill, but they’re 
always outward bound — for waterworks 
in Guatemala, silos in India, for Korea, 
Afghanistan, or things we don’t know 
about. Or for things we never see, like 
missiles, tanks, planes, studies of the 
mating habits of the crested osprey. Or 
sending people to places we didn’t par­ 
ticularly want to go, like Vietnam or the 
moon 
The Metro cost a bundle — $5.5 billion 
before it’s done. But it’s ours It’s our tax 
dollars at work on something that works, 
that does something for us, the all-but- 
forgotten full-time Washingtonians. 
And the Metro’s architecture is 
tasteful, restrained, functional and 
dramatic, which is rare in these en­ 
virons You only have to have seen the 
Rayburn Building, with its mammoth 
stone female figures holding giant cor­ 
nucopias or scales, its fake bronze 
Roman 
torches, 
its 
relentlessly 
overdecorated interiors to thrill to the 
true grandeur of the subway stations, 
their geometric, patterned vaults, their 
quiet lighting The escalators are steep 
and wide; they take you down to cavelike 
openings 
The farecard machines are the only 
truly local touch They are automated, 
complicated, with long sets of printed in­ 
structions A distressed little Oriental 
family huddled together a little distance 
from the one in Dupont Circle the other 
morning, not daring to approach the 
beast, despite the encouraging presence 
of a kindly representative of the 
Farecard Manufacturer He had given up 
telling people it was simple He was 
simply taking their money and pressing 
the buttons for them. 
Inside the cars, the leather seats are 
pumpkin and rust color. There is nothing 
written on them There is not so much as 
a scrap of paper on the floor. The people 
are smiling; they are chatting. It is de 
rigeur to speak to your neighbor and say 
something nice about the Metro. Over- 
achievers already have learned the sta­ 
tions. the fares and the importance of 
purchasing a $5 farecard so you don’t 
have to wait in line 
At Metro Center — could anything 
sound more cosmopolitan9 — a Metro 
guard is happy to explain which es­ 
calator to take for National Airport and 
which to take for the Robert Kennedy 
Stadium 
He is one of the new elite of the town. 
Anybody associated with the Metro has a 
little magic at the moment. They are 
proud to explain the rites and mysteries 
of the new temple 
Life now seems to have infinite pos­ 
sibilities. Space and time have been 
overcome You can go where you like. 
And getting there is half the fun, right 
now anyway. You feel like a Londoner, 
knowledgeable about the different lines. 
You feel superior to New Yorkers, with 
their dank and gritty caverns, their 
trains that are as noisy as Concordes. 
We’ve earned all this glory. We’ve 
been riding the buses 
Anybody who 
frequents the A-4, for instance, may be 
pardoned for thinking he's died and gone 
to heaven as he floats through the dark 
tunnels. 
He’s cool, he’s comfortable No one is 
playing a transistor radio or drinking or 
eating or smoking cigarettes — or grass 
— or sweanng at the driver. No graffiti 
to startle him. no hostile fellow-traveler 
to glare and snarl if his sleeve is 
brushed. A pleasant voice calls off the 
stops, and explains little eccentricities of 
the wonderful electric trains They have 
a tendency to lurch now and then. 
The Metro is civilizing, socializing 
But its true value, its endlessly 
liberating effects, will be known only in 
winter. 
Anyone who doesn't live here cannot 
comprehend the panic which grips the 
city at the sight of a single snowflake 
The government virtually suspends, 
while anxious civil servants telephone 
the central command post and one 
another to find out if they’re going to get 
out early. 
Dances, assignations, swearings-in, 
debates, Tupperware parties, ceramics, 
yoga and Bingo sessions are canceled in 
anticipation of the worst — which often 
happens, because the city fathers send 
out emergency directives instead of 
ploughs and sanders. 
Metro, snugly underground, w ill 
liberate them from their fears, 
It’s a marvelous thing 
It’s almost as good as getting a 
baseball team.
